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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-26 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-4-8 and 19-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 

by Lin. 

Lin shows a collapsible lamp shade assembly which includes an upper and lower ring, 
and a support 1 6 extending between the two rings held in a tension fit when the shade 
is put on the frame assembly. See column 2, lines 27-30. As shown the upper support 
162 follows the curve of the ring 12 and the lower support 166 follows the curve of the 
lower ring 166. The extending sides 164 are also curved in the assembled version of 
the shade. The upper and lower rings are disclosed as being securely attached to the 
shades. In view of the broad terms of the claim, the lower ring/ collar of Lin is readable 
as a ring assembly. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 9 and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Lin. 

Lin shows the extending portions of the support 16 as having a slight curve as shown in 
Figure 1 . Applicant's claim sets forth that the shafts are straight. Whether the shafts 
are curved or straight would depend on the desired visual effect for the assembled 
shade and hence, is considered a design choice. In addition, it is doubtful the support 
would actually be perfectly straight when being held in a tension fit. In any event, this 
difference is not a patentable distinction. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 10-18, 25 and 26 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 10, 18 
and 25 and those claims which depend from these claims are allowable over the prior 
art because Claims 10, 18 and 25 all define the ring assembly as including an inner ring 
and outer ring together defining a groove which retains one end of the support. This 
limitation was not shown or suggested by the prior art. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
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accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

Claims 2 and 3 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Claim 2 is indicated as having allowable subject matter because the claim sets 
forth that the ring assembly comprises and inner ring and outer ring connected together 
to define a groove which receives a cross-member of the support. This combination of 
limitations was not shown or suggested by the prior art.
